MR. HOOVER’S BITTEREST CRITICS. 

Even the partisanship of the campaign has pro- 
duced nothing so bitter as criticism of Mr. Hoover by 
members of his own party. Gifford Pinchot, for- 
mtr Republican Governor of Pennsylvania, for ex- 


jample, resigned from the Food Administration during 


the war because of disagreement with Mr. Hoov- 
er’'s methods, which he outlined as follows: ~ 


Under Hoover the Food Administration wes 
run mainly by and for the packers, canners, mill- 
ers and other great middlemen, whose subordi- 
nates—still paid by them—filled the offices, 
while the men who paid them made such profits 
as they never had known before. The farmers 
were wholly left out. 


In 1920, in an open letter to the Los Angeles Her- 


ald, Pinchot said: 


s 

For a number of months I saw Mr. Hoover 
frequently. During the latter part of this time’ 
I never saw him without a part of the inter- 
view consisting of abuse of the farmers by him. 
* * * |] am little impressed by Mr. Hoover's 
progressive talk and suddenly acquired affection 
for the farmer. I saw him when he had a chance 
to do what he is talking about, and he did pre- 
cisely the opposite. 

In my judgment, Hoover is wholly unfitted to 
be President because in action he has proved 
to be for the few against the great majority, be- 
cause he has too long been out of touch with 
America and the American people, because he is 
essentially a foreigner, and therefore is neither 
a real Republican nor a real American, 


As late as last March Gov. Pinchot had not changed 
his mind about Mr. Hoover. Writing to the Presi- 
dent of the Farmers’ Union in Oklahoma at that time, 
he said: 

I am against Mr. Hoover because of what I 
Jearned during my service under him in the Food 
Administration. I do not believe he is a friend 
to farmers of any kind, whether livestock men, 
grain raisers or those engaged in mixed farming. 


Senator Borah, who is now stumping the country 
for Hoover, was in 1919 one of his severest critics. 
In that year, on the floor of the Senate, he said: 


For the last four weeks I have been making a 
pretty thorough study of the relationship of the 
Food Administration to the vast concerns ef the 
country which control and dominate the food sup- 
ply of this country; and I say here, upon the 
floor, and I challenge successful contradiction, 
that three of the vast monopolies which control 
food in this country, have, with relation to their 
commodities, directed the control of the Food 
Administration since its organization. | 


Mr. Borah said he did not mean to charge that Mr. 
Hoover received any personal benefit by reason of 
that, but simply to make the point “that his view- 


‘point is such that he permits these people to, in 


effect, fix their own prices” * * * He continued: 


I have been utterly amazed at the facts which 
show how these combines have influenced and 
controlled the situation. * * * It is a fact, 
demonstrated over the signature of the meat 
packers themselves, that their profits, under Mr. 
Hoover, amounted to all the way from 20 to 40 
per cent for the past two years. 


Even Senator Curtis, Mr. Hoover's running mate, 
is om record in vigorous opposition to Mr. Hoover's 
nomination. Truly, the Democratic arguments 
against Mr. Hoover have been mild in comparison 
with the invective hurled at him by members of his 
own party.

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STREET RAILWAY WAGES. 
In their plea for a higher wage scale the employés 
of the local street car system call attention, among 
other things, to the nature of the work done by some 
of the men. There is, for instance, the motorman, 
whose task modern traffic has made one of very 
great responsibility. 

So it has. Nor is the union, which has done many 
excellent things for the employes, entirely just in 
making the motorman’s reward no greater than that 
of the conductor. The motorman ought, under mod- 
ern conditions, to have a higher wage than he did 
before modern traffic made his responsibility so 
great. The difficulty of sharing his just due with so 
many people is one of the factors in the situation. 

Upon the whole, the case of the employes, as pre 
semted to the State conrmission, is a good case. It 
has been years since the employes have had an ad- 
vance in wages. Meanwhile, living costs have in- 
creased, and the financiers who are exploiting the 
property have well feathered their own nests. 


| STATE AND NATION. 

At a time when the United States is seriously ques- 
tioning the wisdom of making the states too sub- 
servient to the natfonal. government, Mexico seeks to 
discover how she can acquire national solidarity by 
cementing more firmly the states to the nation. 

As the country emerges from the old order, in 
which Mexico was held together by a strong military 
control at Mexico City exerting its power through 
military rulers in the states, the Meficans wonder 
how this same union can be perpetuated by civil 


Means. Led by the far-seeing Calles, who has played 


the civil force against the military force until neither 
is so sure of itself as it might otherwise have been, 
Mexico seeks to cement the states in the union by 
such ties as our own Federal government holds the 
states together. 

This is not an easy thing to do, and it presents 
one of the prime problems of political science. Just 
what should be the powers of the Federal govern- 
ment? How far should they invade the loc4] govern. 
ment of the states? The founders of our republic 
thought the states should be sovereign in almost all 
things except their responsibility to the common 
union. That is, they could not secede, and they 
were compelled to share in the national defense. As 
for the rest, the constitution reserves to the states

Pie is and long has been the 


a great American dessert, and it will 
% take almost a revolution in dietary 


forms to deprive it of its populari- 
ty. Every home cook would like 


to be known as a good pie maker 
—and most of them could be if 
they put the thought and care into 
learning that they spend on many 
other less important things. 

There are two kinds of pastry, 
plain and puff paste. Plain pastry 
fs commonly used for all kinds of 
pies; puff paste is used for French 
pastries, patty shells and some pas- 
try desserts. It is difficult and 
tedious to make and is best not un- 
gertaken until you have mastered 
the art of making a good plain 


pastry. 
. - Must Be Light. 

Pastry:to be “just right” must 
be light,. flaky, tender and crisp. 
This is achieved by using carefully 
measured proportions of flour, fat 
and water, skillful mixing and 
qick baking. 

Either-bread or pastry flour may 
be used.* Pastry flour is recom- 
mended if you are a novice, as it 
entains ‘less gluten than bread 
fiour and can stand more handling 
with les# danger of making a 
teugh crust. 

The fat used may be any pre- 
frred shortening—vegetable fat, 
Margarin, butter or vegetable oil. 

Just enough water must be used 
tomakea stiff dough. If by mis- 
take too*much water is added and 
the dough is too soft to handle, do 
mt add ‘more flour or the’ crust 
Will be tdugh. Instead, mix togeth- 
e: flour and fat in the same pro- 
portions as before and add _ the 
Mixture to the dough. 

Sift the flour and add one-third 
cip of fat for each cup of flour. If 
uisalted ‘fat is used, add also one- 
qiarter to one-half teaspoon of 
silt. Work the fat and the flour 
together ‘with a fork or chop with 
the chopping knife or use one of 
the new wire pastry mixers. These 
can be bought in almost any shop 
selling kitchen ware. 

How to Roll. 

When: the ingredients are so 
thoroughly blended that the mix- 
ture looks like fine meal, add cold 
water, a little at a time, and mix 
toa stiff dcugh. It will take about 
tvo tablespoons of water for each 
cup of flour. Turn the dough out 
on a floured board if you are go- 
ing to use ‘t right away, or if pos- 
sidle put itin the icebox and chil] 
thoroughly before using. 

When ready to roll, use just 
enough flour on the board te keep 
the dough from _sticking. Roll 
lightly. If you work too hard 
oer the rolling the dough will 
Rick to the rolling .in, and, more 
importan!, will likely be tough 
When cdoked. «Continue rolling 
lightly itil the dough is about 
one-eigitth of an inch thick and of 
the size that will fit your pie tin. 

Pie cust must always be baked 
in a fot oven. If the filling is 
raw frit or custard that requires 
slower cooking, reduce the 
after the first 10 minutes.

For steak one inch in thickness, 
five or eight minutes are required 
for a rare done steak: 10 to 12 
minutes for a well done steak.

spoon chow-chow, five tablespoons 
salad oil, two tablespoons vinegar 
one teaspoon salt and one-fourth 
teaspoon pepper. Combine the in- 
griedients in the order given above 
and while the potatoes are sfill 
warm. Then chill salad and serve 
on lettuce leaves. 

Boiled Beef Shoulder. 

Put: drippings or oil in frying 
pan and when hot, but not smok- 
ing, sear meat all over. Remove to 
kettle, cover with boiling water. 
Bring slowly to boiling point; boil 
rapidly five minutes, then reduce 
heat and simmer gently, allowing 
35 minutes to the pound.

DR. H. A. GARFIELD SAYS 
HE WILL VOTE FOR HOOVER 


Former Fuel ‘Administrator De- 
clares G. O. P. Nominee Is Well 
Versed in Foreign Affairs. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Oct. 5. 
—Although he has voted for the 
Democratic ticket at the last four 
presidential elections, Dr. Harry 
A. Garfield, president of Williams 
College, announced he will cast his 
ballot for Herbert Hoover. 

“The three main issues of the 
campaign,” said Dr. Garfield, “are 
prohibition, farm relief and the 
foreign policy. While many de- 
sire that these questions be kept 
in the background, they have be- 
come Jeading issues, I favor Mr.
